He said he had successfully used a 
system of making agencies handling his 
tickets give bond to assure that they 
would not sell the tickets for more than 
50 cents in advance of what they paid 
for them.

Smaller Paper Currency 
May Reduce Hip Pockets 


Billfold Manufacturers Study Situation That Will Exist 
When New Dollar Bills Are Placed in Circu- 
lation—Reasons for Change. 


The new size of the $1 bill will ef- 
fect a radical change in billfolds, 
Alvin W. Hall, director of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, predicted 
yesterday. 

Ever since the Treasury Department 
announced a reduction in the size of 
the bill, manufacturers of billfolds and 
pocketbooks have manifested extreme 
interest, Mr. Hall stated. He gave it 
as his opinion, however, that the change 
would be gradual and not for a year 
or two. 

Officials of the bureau hope to have 
the new $1 bills in circulation by July 
1, 1928, but because of the complicated 
work of preparing plates and the ma- 
chinery for the new size, Mr. Hall 
stated it may be later than that. As 
soon as possible after the new $1 bill 
is in circulation, steps will be taken fo 
reduce the size of all other denomina- 
tions, Mr. Hall stated, adding that work 
upon desiens for them is already under 
way. 

Final approval for the design of the 
new $1 bill was received within the 
last few days and the work of engrav- 
ing the plates has started. A few 
changes have been made in the de- 
sign, noticeable among which are the 
placing of the seal upon the right- 
hand side instead of the left, as on 
the old bill, and of superimposing on 
the left-hand side in large black let- 
ters the word “ONE” over “This cer- 
tificate is receivable for all public dues 
and when so received may be reissued.” 


Reasons Are Stated. 


The old $1 bill is 3% by 77-16 
inches, while the new is 211-16 by 
65-16 inches. The new size was copied 
from the old peso bill in the Philip- 
pine Islands. This marks the first de- 
parture in the size of bills since 1861. 

In a Treasury Department statement 
recently the reasons set forth for de- 
creasing the size were the ability of 
money handlers, such as bank tellers, 
paymasters and others to handle rea 
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placing money in pocket, thereby mak- 
ing them more durable; the greater 
protection afforded against imitation 
and alteration because of the smallness 
of designs, and a gross saving of 33 
per cent to the Governmetn in produc- 
ing the notes. 

“The normal increase in the popula- 
tion and wealth of this country has 
resulted in a constantly growing de- 
mand for currency which has now 
reached such proportions as to make 
the matter of replacement a very seri- 
ous problem,” the statement continues. 
“The increase in this demand for cur- 
rency is perhaps best illustrated by the 
delivery figures of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. In 1917, the 
bureau delivered 128,672,045 sheets of 
currency; in 1920, 163,860,748 sheets; in 
1923, 171,955,335 sheets; in 1924, 195,- 
931,340 sheets; in 1925, 206,059,563 
sheets; and in 1926, 227,566,949 sheets. 


Building Capacity Taxed. 


“The building now-occupied by the 
Bureau’ of Engraving and Printing 
was completed in 1914, and at the time 
of its erection it was contemplated 
that this building would be adequate 
to meet the bureau’s requirements for 
an extended period. The factors above 
mentioned, however, at the present 
time not only compel the bureau to 


run at its full capacity during the day,. 


but require that certain sections be 
operated on double shifts. The normal 
increase in the demand for currency 
would, within the very near future, 
force the bureau to obtain additional 
manufacturing equipment and build a 
large extension to the present plant. 
“The introduction of the new size 
currency will solve the production dif- 
ficulties of the bureau, for the reason 
that the size being reduced by about 
one-third, or in other words, twelve 
subjects to the plate instead of eight, 
each printing operation will produce 
50 per cent more notes. For the same 
reason, storage facilities of the bureau, 
and vault space in the Treasury and 
Federal Reserve Banks will then be ade- 


quate to accommodate the eirmocel al

Dublin, July 22 (A.P.).—The terms 
of the public safety bill, introduced by 
President Cosgrave in the Dail on Wed- 
nesday to meet the situation created 
by the assassination of Vice President 
Kevin O’Higgins and the general hos- 
tility of the Republicans to the Irish 
Free State, were made public tonight. 

The bill empowers the government 
(1) to declare a state of emergency at 
any time and to establish military 
courts to try certain offenses; (2) to 
deport any citizen belonging to an ille- 
gal organization; (3) to suppress anti- 
constitutional publications; (4) to sup- 
press illegal organizations, and (5) to 
extend the death penalty to persons 
convicted of concealing arms.

Jordan, “the girl thought a lot of her 
husband, and we found that the hus- 
band had had much trouble with the 
p@rents ” 

Wilson was away at the time the 
capsules were given to the parents, 
Jordan said. He worked for his father- 
in-law. The daughter and son-in-law 
lived in a smaller house on the Loomis 
ranch, while the parents occupied the 
original farm house. 

Mrs Wilson said she purchased the 
capsules from a druggist about ten days 
ago. The poison, she confessed, had 
been in the house for many months, 
her father having used it to rid his 
farm of gophers 

“I told mother and father that the 
doctor had given orders that they take 
the capsules before going to bed,” her 
confession related.

PITZER, 32, PRESBYTERIAN 
PAOTOR EMERITUS, DIES 


Organizer of Central Church 
in 1868 Studied in Vir- 
ginia Colleges. 


WAS KNOWN .AS WRITER 


The Rev, Alexander White Pitzer, 
pastor emeritus of the Central Presby- 
terilan Church, died yesterday at his 
home in Salem, Va., according to word 
received here last night. Funeral serv- 
ices will be held at his home today, 
with the Rev. James H. Taylor, who 
succeeded Dr. Pitzer at the Central 
Church, officiating. 

Dr. Pitzer, who was 92 years old, died 


as the result of'infirmities of old age, 
but had been in good health until a 
few months ago. 

The clergyman organized the Central 
Presbyterian Church in May, 1868, and 
was active pastor until 1906, when he 
became pastor emeritus. His record in 
continuing im pastorial relations with 
the same church for nearly 60 years is 
said to be unique. 

Born in Salem, Dr. Phzer studied at 
Virginia College Institute and after- 
ward at Hampden-Sidney College. He 
studied theology at Union Theological 
Seminary and later at Danville, being 
licensed in Virginia in 1857. He was 
ordained pastor of the First Church at 
Leavenworth in 1858, but left this rela- 
tion in 1861, when he returned to Vir- 
ginia to serve asa chaplain in the Con- 
federate Army. He came here as an 
evangelist in 1867. 

Dr. Pitzer received several honorary 
degrees from colleges and universities, 
and was the author of a number of re- 
ligious works. He played an important 
part in various national church eriter- 
prises and was a recognized authority 
on premiliennialism.

“Soldiers, we are confident that all, 
trom the chiefs of the army to the 
humblest soldiers, will give proof of that 
spirit of discipline which is the pride 
of the army, and that you will remain 
worthy of the confidence which your 
country has placed in. you, devoting all 
your strength and souls to the father- 
land and throne.”

THE FLOOD-CONTROL PROBLEM. 


Expert testimony continues to refute the 
partisan demands for an immediate session of 
Congress to consider the problem of flood re- 
lief and control. Secretary Hoover in his re- 
port to the President expressed the opinion 
that the funds of the Red Cross and Govern- 
ment appropriations available will take care 
of the situation until Congress meets. L. A.

— The man 
who alone holds the lives of the two 
men in his hand today interviewed in 
the State prison in Charlestown Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, await- 


execution for murder. Gov. Alvan T 
Fuller went to the prison and talked to 
the two condemned men and also Ce- 
lestino Madeiros, also sentenced to die 
in the electric chair, who some months 
ago made a confession which would 
have exonerated Sacco and Vanzettl. 
The governor refused to make any 
statement after he had spent fifteen 
minutes each with Sacco and Madeiros 
and an hour with Vanzetti. He left the 
prison, hurriedly, plainly striving to 
avoid newspaper men who had followed 
him to Charlestown.

The Voigt case had its inception in 
an attack made upon him at the an- 
nual meeting of District Golf Associa- 
tion last March and upon a motion 
made by Guy Mason a resolution was 
adopted authorizing an inquiry into 
the amateur status of District golfers. 
Although Voigt’s name was not men- 
tioned in the resolution, it was fre- 
quently referred to in the discussion 

A letter was then sent to Voigt 

making no definite charges but re- 
citing rumors which were said to 
be current. Voigt’s answer was a 
categorical denial of the tru*h of 
the rumors, but not content with 
this statement, the committee sum- 
moned him to appear and answer 
questions. 

This was done, although there was 
still no direct evidence produced to 
sive substantiation to the quoted ru- 
mors. Finally a well-known District 
solfer who had been defeated by Voigt 
in a tournament appeared asa willing 
witness against him, quoting a private 
conversation in the effort to injure 
Voigt, although the latter was not pres- 
ent to deny or explain. In addition to 
this, when the witness was asked if he 
did not want Voigt to meet him face to 
face, he declined to accede to the sug- 
gestion,

61 Injuries Also Resulted Last 
_ Year From Such Mishaps, 
Officials Assert. 


MOTORIST HAS HABIT

Two deaths and 61 nonfatal injuries 
somprise the portion of Washington's 
traffic casualties last year which offi- 
clals of the Traffic Bureau attribute to 
bad brakes and defective steering gear 
in motor vehicles, 

These of course, outstanding 
cases, that bad brakes and defective 
ateering gear were at fault. That por- 
tion of accidents whcih would have 
been prevented by good brakes has not 
been calculated. :

It isn’t fair or right. The motorist, 
sareless of his own life, should at least 
choose trees, or some other inanimate 
ind invulnerable object, as his com- 
panions in daring. Trees often will re- 
cover. 

Police, however, have their eyes on 
taxicab drivers as the worst offenders 
n this matter of depending on brakes 
o the point of taking grave risks. 

The taxicab drivers, it is said, urged 
oy the desire for business, and having 
zood brakes to begin with, attempt all 
kinds of and venture hair- 
breadth stops, placing their trust chief- 
ly in their brakes. Therefore it often 
esults that taxicab drivers are not in 
he best standing with police. 

There are, generally speaking, two 
<inds of bad brakes, those that are 
oose and will not stop the car within 
% certain distance, and those that are 
not equalized, Dangerous as the former 
are, the latter are perhaps more dan- 
gerous. 

However, there could be only a gen- 
eral, and perhaps no actual, distinc- 
tion between the two, since brakes that 
have lost their retarding force will sel- 
dom be equalized. Equalized brakes 
are those that have the same braking 
power on both sides of the car.

Retarding Forces in Wheels. 


A two-wheel-brake car should have 
the same retarding force in each wheel, 
and a four-wheel-brake car should have 
in the two wheels on the right side 
the same.retarding force that exists 
in the two wheels on the left side. 

If there is more retarding power on 
one side than on the other, the car 
is likely to skid or swerve, especially 
in wet weather, but also in dry. The 
brakes then are not equalized, and it 
can readily be seen then that danger 
lurks in them. 

In a campaign against bad brakes 
conducted in the District by the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association in May 90 
per cent of the cars tested had brakes 
that were not equalized. The motor- 
ist then should see the* his brakes not 
only are strong at all times, but have 
the same retarding force on both sides 
of the car. 


Chosen by Invitations. 


Representative cars were chosen by 
“invitations” sent out. A total of 765 
two-wheel brake cars 1nd 604 four- 

brake cars were tested. The 
avefage stopping distance of the four- 
wheel brake cars at 20 miles an hour 
was 27 feet. Since the “commercially 
perfect” stopping “istance for four- 
wheel brake cars is 15 feet, this average 
was classified as “poor.” The average 
stopping distance for the two-wheel 
brake cars at 20 miles an hour was 40 
feet. The “commercially rerfect” stop- 
ping distance being 29 feet, this aver- 
age was classified as “fair.” However,

Safety Hint 


The motorist should remember 
| that brakes on wet streets are 
| treacherous. Therefore, driving on 
| wet streets always demands caution; 
the brakes are less effective. He 
should never throw on his brakes 
suddenly. He should drive so that 
he would not have to throw them 
suddenly: 

A skidding car must trust to Prov- 
idence. There is nothing else it 
can do. There is no way to control 
it. The brakes have done all they 
can when a car begins to skid. Pre- 
vention lies in not having to throw 
on the brakes suddenly, for the 
brakes themselves are the cause of 
skidding in such cases.. The motor- 
ist also should see that his brakes 


are “equalized” to prevent swerving 
of the car.
